Avoid Christian Legalism 
Galatians 4:8-11 

Christian legalism can 
become one of the most op- 
pressing and obsessing 
errors to rob Christians of 
liberty. It can produce false 
guilt feelings, self-right- 
eousness, a judgmental na- 
ture and a host of similar 
problems. Many churches 
hold their members in 
spiritual strait-lace, or bet- 
ter yet a strait-jacket. 
Their very lives are daily 
controlled by man made 
rules and regulations. The 
churches of Galatia were 
moving into this kind of 
error when the Holy Spirit 
inspired Paul to write this 
epistle. 

The theme of the entire 
epistle is seen in Galatians 
5:1: “Stand fast therefore 
in the liberty wherewith 
Christ hath made us free, 
and be not entangled again 
with the yoke of bondage.” 
The first bondage of these 
people of Galatia had been 
to idols before they heard 
of Jesus Christ. ‘‘Howbeit 
then, when ye knew not 
God, ye did service unto 
them which by nature are 
no gods.”’ The second area 
they were in danger of 
bondage was now Judaism 
based upon Old Testament 
laws given primarily to 
Israel. ‘‘But now, after 
that ye have known God, or 
rather are known of God, 
how turn ye again to the 
weak and beggarly elemen- 
ts, whereunto ye desire 
again to be in bondage?” 

Following the above gen- 
eral statement of their im- 
pending bondage, we find 


in the next verse some of ° 


their specific problem 
areas: ‘‘Ye observe days, 
and months, and times, 
and years.”’

Editor’s Mailbox 


To The Editor, 
Prosecutor Thomas Kent 
told the Board of Commis: 
sioners he didn’t learn of 
the cut in funding for the 
Assistant Prosecutor until 
Friday, yet by Monday he 
was prepared with a collec- 
tion of legal opinions and 
the threat of a law suit to 
halt the action. 

. Our prosecutor moved 
fast, considering it took his 
office weeks to answer the 
commissioners’ request for 
an opinion on the legality 
of the recent millage elec- 
tion. 

The prosecutor left the 
legality of that election 
hanging until the last 
minute. He sat in on the 
public hearing on the mat- 
ter, watched as the com- 
missioners were grilled on 
the election’s legality, and 
said nothing - offered no 
assistance. His only com- 
ments to the board at that 
time was to demand assur- 
ance that commissioners 
wouldn’t repeat budget 
mistakes of past years. 

Whether the prolonged 
question of the millage 
election’s legality affected 
the negative outcome is 
hard to say. But the com- 
mission, with the 
cooperation of other coun- 
ty officials, is doing what 
must be done. 

It seems Mr. Kent’s 
demands for _ realistic 
budgeting which he voiced 
‘at the hearing were meant 
for all departments but his. 
Once personally affected, 
he has chosen to add to the 
county’s burdens with 
another costly lawsuit.

Postmaster 
Offers Tips On 
Priority Mail 


One of the lesser known, 
but very effective package 
delivery services offered by 
the U.S. Postal Service is 
Priority Mail, according to 
Postmaster Baker. 


“When you send a 


, package by Priority Mail, 


it is separated from the 
regular parcel mail stream 
and treated as First-Class 
Mail,” said Postmaster 
Baker. “If the destination 
is nearby, the package 
receives expedited surface 
transportation. For all 
other places in the U.S., 
Priority Mail packages go 
by air,” he said. 

As a result, more than 35 
percent of Priority Mail 
packages are delivered the 
next day, and over 90 per- 
cent are delivered within 
three days. Postmaster 
Baker explained that the 
cost for a small package is 
not much more than Parcel 
Post. 

For example, a_one- 
pound package sent from 
New York to Los Angeles 
costs only $2.25. A five- 
pound package 
coast-to-coast costs only 
$4.50. 

Another advantage, says 
Postmaster Baker, is that 
Priority Mail delivers pack-

Cracks around loose 
doors and window: are like 
energy burglars stealing 
your home's heat. You can 
caulk and weatherstrip 
your entire house for about 
$25 worth of materials and 
a few hours of work; this 
alone may cut your annual 
heating costs by 10 percent 
or more. 

If you have an oil-fired 
furnace, cast a suspicious 
eye on it. On very cold days 
it should run almost con- 
tinuously. If instead it 
keeps going on and off it is 
probably wasting money.
